To which end, his Maleſty with the aduice of his learned Counſell, hath 
by his Highneſle Letters Patents vnder the great Seale of England, 
etetted an Office to2 euer to endure: and to be kept in London, and in any 
other places within the Realme of England and Wales; And hath therein 
aut hoꝛiſed certaine Officcrsfoz tearme of xeares.as weltogrant Licenſes 
vnder he Sesole of the ſaid Office vpon the cautions afozeſaid, vnto ſuch 
boneft Perſons as ſhall repaire vnto them As alſo to reſtraine and cauſe 
all duch perſons to beſuppreſſed and puniſhed as Rogues, according tothe 
lawes in that caſe pzoutded: who ſhali preſume to trauell and crerciſe the 
ſaid Trade in England oz Wales, not being therevntolicenſed ag afoze- 
ſaid. 

Foz the better execution whereof, his Mateſty by his ſaid Letters 
Pattents doth require all Juſtices of Peace Maiozs,Sheriffes,Bayl:ffes, 
C — — all other his Officers in their ſeuerall places to be axding 
and afliſting.
